loworing into the earth or mud, the bucket 
ia divided into two halves by means of 
chains attached fo a drum fixed in the side 
frames and connected with weights placed 
in a box beside the boiler of the crane, 
cach half of the bucket being drawn close: 
to different sides of tho side-frames. ‘Tho 
mouth of tho bucket having been thus in- 
verted, it ia lowered on to the earth, the 
chains connected with tho woight box aro 
sot in motion, and the bucket again as- 
sumes its original form, enclosing as it doos 
so all the mud or sand within its radius. 
It is then raised to the necessary height, 
and again inverted, the contents dropping, 
into a barge, or other receptadto. The. 
drodgor. is oretted on the. wooden staging 
used for driving the piles composing: tho 
cofterdam, and ia to bo nevd in excavating 
tho: dock, .When worked undor the 
most favourable conditions it is oapablo of 
removing 500 tons of mud or 300 tons of 
clay in ten hours. Tho machinery is all 
direct acting and its movement is very 
rapid. : 

Operations on the works at the now dock 
are being actively pushed forward by the 
energetic aurveyor, Mr J. R. Mudio.

Tho Story of Chineso Gordon: By A.

The ‘preface ix ona of the briefest, only 
containing eight lines, tho author evidently 
believing in the evolutionary systum which 
has reduced, in our modern days, prafaces 
to “‘ineto formalitics—rudimentary indi= 
ealions of functions now foregone.’ The 
uatural tendency, however, of sneha course 
is to throw an cupésé of.the scope of a book | 
intothe body of the bouk itself, und the fivat 
two-or three pages of the ‘hook “proper 
aiight have been moro naturally pliced in 
an introductory part. These pager though 
will probably find more reiders as it is ; for 
tho restloss hurrying spirit of the present 
age desircs short introductions whether 
thoy be to individuals or to books, Mr Hnke, 
informa ug thit it has not been his only ain 
to gather together an account of tho plorigus 
explyita and trophivs from the various battle 
fields of ‘his hero, and parady them ina 
grand triumphal procession, os it wer, 
before the admiring gaze of hia follow 
countrymen ; buat with an enthusissm 
worthy’ of a biographer he holds the man, 
Charles Gordon, up a8 an cxample of as 
perfeet a life as mortal man may live: 

Gordon comes of a history-making family 
on both his father’s and mother’sside, ‘Two 
of his matornal grandfathor's ships conveyod 
the tea to Boston which the: 4Mohawka’ 
pitched into the rea, thus atarting the War 
of Independence; and the whalers of hia 
grandfather, amidst other momorabledoings, 
for an account of which we must refer the. 
reader to the bouk itself‘ were the firat 
to attempt the whale fishery in Japanoso 
waters; and thoy did their best-toa open 
trade with the Middle Kingdom.;’ and 
‘they took out to Botany Bay the first 
batch of convicts aver settled on Australian 
shores.’ 2 . . 

_ Of Gordon’s boyhood there seems to have 
been little worthy of record ; but it is no 
wonder that, bern of a fumily of soldiers, 
he should instinctively turn to that profes- 
sion for which he has shown himself so woll 
adapted ; and once in service hia kaleidos- 
copte lifeqnickly passed in the Crimea, Bes- 
saradia and Armenia in’ the fret of which 
he distinguished himself ‘by « special apti- 
tude for war, and was decorated with the 
Legion ‘of Honour; jn the two latter he 
proved himself a valuatlo man in the deli- 
neation of boundaries conseyuent.on war.

The chapter of his life when he was 
Commanding Royal Engineer.at-Gravesond 
was one in which=be did much good in'an 
unostohtatioug mannox, He was a friend 
to the alrect Arab, many of whom he rea- 
cued from the gutter, And though. he 
doubtless fully believed in that much 
abused adage that’ charity should bagin at 
home, he did not by virtue of that belief, as 
ag mnany do, decline to assist in any good 
work cleowhere, Though our suthor ducs 
not mention the fuct, Gordon’s boys are not 
only to be foand in England; one, whom ho 
picked up from’the ditches after a Lai-ping

Gordon is w deéply religious man, and 
his-religion has not-been one for the Sna- 
duy-only, and one which ho kept porfeotly

Such is @ rapid sketch of the main facts 
which are narrated in this book. The book 
docs not go into the subjects in an cxhanstive

Gordon's own ac- 
count, written immediately after the oc- 
ourronce, will bofound deserving of perusal. 
‘The bard task he had in Egypt, where ho 
had to contend with many ‘difficulties, is- 
also told at considerable length. ‘The 
following extract-from one of his letters 
shows that his labours at that time were 
Herculean :—'I have written,’ says he, ‘ to 
eny that if anything ‘happens to me the 
Khodive is to be defended from all blame, 
and the accident isnot to be put dowa to the 
suppress of slavery. I have to contend 
with many vested interests, with finaticiam,

Hongkong is sploudidly served: with 
police | picked, stalwart English peclers ; 
Sikhs even moro stalwart and picturesquely 
dressed, red turban, blue cloth, high boots, 
strutting like 6o many heavy draguons,. yet 
agile enough, and great lumps of Chinamen 
with a third vorioty-of hoad dross and cus- 
tume, many of them carrying swords as 
woll as batons, and looking like 80 many 
prizefighters, but with more flesh than 
muscle, Ceylon “‘bobbies” at their best 
could ‘not be shown alongside of the Hong. 
kong ‘force, The military here just now 
are tine-looking men, some 1,600 in all, in 
view of warlike eventualitios, while naval 
crews also abound, adding piquancy to, the 
strovt population, Hongkong is undoubt- 
edjy dirty enough in many parts of the 
streets occupied aolcly by the Chinese and 
ubotit tho wharves ; but hy many a one fresh 
from Indian and Ceylon towns, even in its 
worst, it would be pronounced compara- 
tively clean. 

A very important point to kvep in mind 
in connection with Hongkong fs that so far 
aa providing for tho wante of its people is 
concerned, the tsland is like a ship atsea !

Tho Canton river, known ta the Chinuso 
by a diffurent name in each of its reachea, 
doeboiches. into the sea in a number of 
widely. separatat mouths or: branches se- 
parated by lowlying delta lands cultivated 
with rice, sugarcane, bananda, &e. Tho 
coaat line, howavor, is bounded hy great 
masses of hare, rocky hills such’ aa those of 
Hongkong, so thattho first appoarance of 
the © Flowery Land” is singularly wainviting 
like that outside King Goorga's Sound, 
Sydney, or nt so many othor points of tho 
Australian coast. We left Hongkong. at 8 
ain, in the 8.8. Kinkiang, Captain’ 
Benning, a pucka Amorican hiuself and in 
command of a boab which, with its high 
walking-béanengine overhead oneassociates 
with the Mississippi. Tho rvomincad and 
stendincss of saloon, fore upper deck and 
cabing are delightful. Your passage tigket
